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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Wipe '014 does not teach 
buoyancy section having two or more spatially arranged buoyancy solutions disposed about an outer diameter thereof. The examiner 

disagrees. Wipe '014 teaches buoyancy section (26) supported by frame (25) having plurality of buoyancy members (see page 4 line 1) 
(two buoyancy members are considered a solution and then another two buoyancy members spaced therefrom is considered another 
solution). The buoyancy members are positioned on (25) which is diposed on the outer diameter of (26) With regards to claim 70, both 
Wipe '014 and Moses et al. '977 teach buoyancy members for subsea pipelines; therefore, substitution is a design choice.
